SCHEINFLUG’S AUSTRALIAN 
YOUTH SQUAD TASK 


National coach Les Scheinflug has seen the selection of his 
final Australian Youth Squad delayed due to the omission of a 


number of starlets from the NSW squad. 

NSW was the last State to prepare its 
team for the National Championships. 

Some of Australia’s best young play- 
ers were left out when the squad was 
announced. 

Scheinflug told us: ‘Raul Blanco and 
1! would have been glad to handle the 
NSW squad, but NSW appointed its own 
coach. 

“it didn’t help matters, and now | will 
have to start all over again with some of 
the players.” 

Scheinflug, who has run the rule over 
350 players in a bid to find Australia’s 
best in trials conducted in all states, is 
not bound by NSW coach Ray Smirth- 
waite’s selections.

Tonight (Tuesday), the NSW Federation of Soccer 
Clubs executive meets to discuss the crowd disturb- 
ances at last Wednesday’s Ampol Cup Final between St 
George and Croatia. 

The eyes of Soccer in this country will be on that 
meeting. 

There is little doubt that a hooligan minority among 
Croatia’s fans was responsible for the trouble last 
Wednesday. Those people hurled seats, bottles and 
cans in an ugly demonstration which could have meant 
serious injury for innocent spectators. 

The vast majority of well-behaved Soccer followers is 
demanding strong measures be taken against the offen- 
ders. It is almost impossible for the guilty individuals to 
be identified, which means their club may have to 
accept the blame. 

If the Federation is not severe, it will be branded as a 
toothless organisation incapable of maintaining law and 
order in NSW Soccer. 

ASW has been told that a substantial good behaviour 
bond may be imposed, in addition to payment for 
damage at St George Stadium. 

Is this enough? Some people would like Croatia 
banned from the Federation: others believe the time 
has come for the club, once again, to surrender its 
ethnic name. 

But one point must be made perfectly clear. Once 
guilt is established, the NSW Federation executive 
tonight must be tough, even ruthless, when it hands out 
its punishment. If it is not, it will lose all credibility in 
the eyes of the public.

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EDITORIAL 


One of the best-known barrack room 
ballads in the last World War had only four 
words, The words? “Why are we waiting.” 
The words were repeatedly sung to the 
tune of “Oh Come All Ye Faithful”. 


This happened regularly whenever service- 
men had to queue up for anything. It was a 
“must’’ at meal times in the mess. 

So what has this got to do with AUSTRA- 
LIAN SOCCER WEEKLY? We feel it is 
appropriate because Soccer in this country is 
talking constantly about new club competitions 
for 1983. 

The Philips Soccer League plans to go region- 
al. The NSW Federation of Soccer Clubs plans 
to launch a new, exciting, Super State League. 

Yet all we get is talk. There are plenty of 
plans. The embryo is there. Will it terminate in 
abortion? 

Everyone with the interests of Soccer at heart 
should be chanting ““Why Are We Waiting?” 

We were talking about PSL regionalisation 
with one of the top coaches in the game. He 
expressed real fears that the 1983 competition 
set-up may not be revealed until after the end of 
the 1982 competition. 

He told us: “I’m worried that the wheels 
won't be set in motion until October or 
November. That would be far too late. If 
something is not done immediately, allowing 
clubs to thoroughly debate the issue, it'll be a 
rushed job. And when anything is rushed, you 
get an inferior product.” 

Similarly, if the State Federations are really 
serious about creating Super State Leagues, 
why haven't they announced the new format? 

Talk is great. Action would be much better. 
What Soccer badly needs is some hurry-up from 
administrators capable of getting things done. If 
the men now in control of the PSL and State 
Leagues cannot produce the goods — and very 
quickly — let them stand aside and allow a new 
breed to take over. 

Clearly, the question to be asked is ... 
“WHY ARE WE, WAITING?” 


It would be an interesting exercise to survey 
the balance sheets of the 16 PSL clubs. Interest- 
ing, but depressing. 

We constantly hear alarming stories, which 
are certainly not just rumours, about the finan- 
cial plight of many clubs. 

A prominent player with a certain club was 
asked by a supporter on a recent Sunday 
morning: “How do you think the team will go 
this afternoon?” 

The reply came quickly: “We're sure to win. 
The players were paid this week and they're in 
the mood to celebrate.” 

How many weeks are the players in that club 
not paid? 

Financial over-commitment could kill Au- 
stralia’s national Soccer competition. 

On ASW’s UK page today, we carry a story 
about Aston Villa, the English first division 
champions, paying their manager $30,000 a 
year. Contrast that with a reported $50,000 a 
year offer to Tommy Docherty from a PSL 
club. 

When will sanity return to Australian Soccer?

And Adrigan says the 
club isn’t worried about 
Cutting costs in their drive 
for He Status. 

“For peanuts you get 
monkeys,”” dae eal 
“AS Ferenc Puskas said — 
little money, little foot- 
ball.

“With players coming 
back from State League 
clubs, we are paying State 
League money.

The Channel 0-28 network has put Soccer high 
on its priority list and will bring special telecasts 
live from Europe this month. 


On May 13 (Thursday), at 4:30 am, the network will 
bring Soccer fans via satellite, the 1982 European Cup 
Winners’ Cup Final, direct from Barcelona. 

For all Spanish speaking fans, the network will be 


‘doing a simulcast with Ethnic Radio Stations, 2EA and 


3EA in Spanish. 


For readers not familiar with what a simulcast is, they 
can watch their T.V. screens for picture, whilst simil- 
taneously have their radios switched on and receive 
match commentary in the Spanish language. 

The European Cup Winners’ Cup Final this year will 
be Barcelona v Standard Liege. 

Video highlights will be screened at 10:40 pm that 
night, but with an immediate replay at 6:30 am the same 
morning. 


Executive producer, John Rowley, from the 0-28 
network, said: “We are quite excited about this live 
telecast, especially as we are knocking it out simulcast 
with Radio Stations 2EA and 3EA for Spanish speaking 
people.” 

The other special that the Channel is doing will be the 
direct live telecast again via satellite of the 1982 Euro- 
pean Cup Final, Aston Villa v Bayern Munich, direct 
from Rotterdam. This telecast, as well, will be simulcast 
but in the German language. 


The European Cup Final will be brought into Australia 
live on May 27, at 4:15 am, with an instant replay at 6:30 
am, with selected highlights that evening at 10.15 pm. 

This Cup Final will be a vital one for England and 
Aston Villa, as for the past five years, English clubs have 
held it: Liverpool for three years and Nottingham Forest 
for two. 

On the other hand, Bayern Munich has won this 
treasured cup (one which is harder to win than the 
World Cup) three times, under the reign of the Kaiser, 
Franz Beckenbauer. 


The Dutch club, Ajax and Liverpool have won the 
European Cup three times. However, the record is held 
by the Spanish club, Real Madrid. They have cracked 
the Cup six times. 

The German club Bayern Munich, will be equipped 
nicely. with Karl-Heinz Rummenigge, as well as great 
World Cup midfielder, Paul Breitner.

_ Australian Soccer, if 
it is ever to compete eq- 
ually on a world level, 
must focus attention on 
all the young Soccer 
players who are playing 
the game. 

Not only focus, but EN- 
COURAGE them to stick to 
Soccer as they grow older. 
Thousands of young boys 
drop out of the game far too 
early in their lives. 

I do not blame the kids, 
but the system. 

Unfortunately for Austra- 
lian Soccer, there are too 
many other sporting distrac- 
tions that youngsters are not 
prepared to sacrifice their 
time to the required rigours 
that Soccer on a professional 
level demands. 

Because Soccer is not self- 
sufficient in Australia, and 
that it cannot offer young 
players, as yet, a full-time 
career, we lose them in their 
thousands, especially to ter- 
tiary education. 

However, there are excep- 
tions, when every now and 
then we come across a young 
player who shows enormous 
dedication to the code, and, 
with great encouragement 
from his family and personal 
coach, the youngster event- 
ually breaks through to the 
top level. 


- One such player is Sydney 
City’s Jimmy Patikas — one 
of Australia’s Young Champ- 
ions. 

Young Jimmy is hot favou- 
rite to captain Australia’s 


Youth team in the coming 
World Youth Championship 
in Mexico next year. 

Patikas is the first to admit 
that Sydney City coaches, 
Gerry Chaldi and Eddier 
Thomson, have been largely 
responsible for the develop- 
ment of his game. 

His father, Aris, took con- 
trol of Jimmy’s Soccer educa- 
tion during the early part of 
his career, but as the boy 
developed, Aris realised that 
professionals would have to 
intervene if his son was ever 
to make the top. 

So Jimmy found himself at 
Sydney City where Chaldi 
and Thomson took over his 
Soccer development. 

Today, Jimmy commands a 
permanent place in the PSL 
champions’ midfield. 

His coach, Eddie Thom- 
son, says: “The boy never 
stops going forward, and 
quickly drops back when off- 
the-ball. 

“T am one of Jimmy’s big- 
gest fans. I played against 
him when he first came to us, 
and realised his potential and 
was very impressed. His 
character is excellent and he 
has never been a problem to 

- me at all.” 

Thomson added: “When 
Jimmy arrived back from 
Scotland this year, after his 
stint during the Australian 
off-season with Aberdeen, 
the same day he turned up at 
Marks Field ready to train. 
Can you beat that?” 

I asked Thomson whether 
he found much difference in 
Patikas since coming back

from Scotland. 

“No, nothing special. He is 
fitter and I must say he has 
become much more com- 
petitive. He goes in hard, 
believe me.” 

Patikas was surprisingly 
dropped from the Australian 
team which kicked off the 
World Youth Championship 
against Argentina at the Syd- 
ney Sportsground. 

It’s history now that Au- 
stralia beat the World Youth 
Champions, Then the Young 
Champions of Australia 
travelled north to Newcastle 
two days later where they 
met Cameroon. 

Understandably, Au- 
stralia’s line-up was una- 
Itered, again leaving Patikas 
out. 

But Australia was in trou- 
ble, as Cameroon streaked 
away to a 3-l lead. 

Australian coach Les 
Scheinflug made a change in 
the 74th minute, taking off 
left-attacking linkman, In- 
cantalupo, and brought on 
Patikas. 

Patikas hurled himself at 
the enemy with his solid, 
robust tackling, winning 
more ball for Australia. 

Again it’s history that Au- 
stralia got off the canvas to 
level at 3-3 and take three 
points out of a possible four. 

Then came the big clash 
against England at the Syd- 
ney Sportsground before a 
record crowd for the series of 
almost 29,000. 

Patikas this time kicked off 
from the beginning of the 
match, and was assigned the 
task of shackling one of the 
big coloured English strikers, 
Finnegan. 

But after Australia had 
gone to a shock early one- 
goal lead, from a magnificent 
shot by Mark Koussas in the 
36th minute, Patikas aban- 
doned his defensive duties 
and broke away into attack to 
set up little Paul Kay with a

Club possible under the Constitution, and to resolve that 
Croatia Club be warned that any future violent misconduct by 
club supporters in competitions under the contro] of their 
Federation or any of its affiliates will be met with expulsion.

LIONS AND CITY HI 


BY QSF RULE 


Says Greg Russell 


A rule Brisbane City and Lions agreed to at the start of this season as 
part of their controversial acceptance to the Queensland State League 
competition could have serious consequences for their Philips League 


teams. 


To ensure there would be no claims 
from other sides of the two clubs 
“stacking” their State League sides 
with PSL players in crucial matches, 
City and Lions agreed to a QSF Man- 
agement Committee ruling that no 
player may appear on a State League 
and Philips League team-sheet on the 
same weekend. 

In effect, the two clubs were re- 
quired to declare 12 PSL players and 
12 State League players prior to each 
weekend and stick to those squads. 
On most weekends that could cause 
no problems, but several events over 
recent weekends have brought to light 
potential drawbacks to the agreement 
which QSL officials say will be strictly 
enforced with no exceptions. 

The most recent was two weeks ago 
when former Institute of Sport student 
Danny Wright returned to Lions after 
trialling in England with Chelsea and 
Preston North End. 

Lions coach Joe Gilroy had not seen 
Wright play before and did not pick 
him in his “new-look” team to play 
Olympic on that weekend. 

Wright turned out for the Lions 
State League side and under the eyes 
of Gilroy turned in a excellent per- 
formance in the first half, scoring one 
of his team’s eventual six goals. 

Gilroy asked for Wright to be 
substituted at half-time as he wanted 
him on the bench for the PSL game 
the next day. But when Wright arrived 
at the ground on the Sunday, he and 
Gilroy were informed of the QSF rule. 

As it turned out Jim Maclean was 
on standby as a reserve and Lions did 
not need to make a substitution: so the 
Wright incident passed without much 
furore. 

But if the State League had started 
several weeks earlier, Lions would 
have been forced to play their third- 
string goalkeeper in the match against 
Newcastle. 

- The situation was that Nigel Lown- 
des had been selected in the PSL side 
which would have meant, if the State 
League had started, the reserve goal- 
keeper Tony Scanlan would have been 
picked for and played in the State 


Tee 
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League team on probably Friday night 
or Saturday afternoon — making him 
ineligible for Philips League. 

Late on Saturday, Lowndes fell 
through a window and gashed his arm 
which made him a last minute with- 
drawal from the PSL side. Under the 
QSF rule, Lions would have had no 
choice but to play their young inex- 
perienced third team keeper Greg 
Marshall. 

If that had happened, Gilroy almost 
certainly would not have dismissed the 
issue as casually as he did with the 
Wright incident. 

The reasons behind the QSL mak- 
ing the rule are obvious and as far as 
the other clubs in the State League are 
concerned, in their best interests. 

The QSF must look after its own 
competition and prevent it from be- 
coming a farce and as one official said: 
“The State League is not there for the 
convenience of Brisbane City and 
Lions.” 

It appears in agreeing to the rule, 
the two PSL clubs in their haste to get 
into the State League, did not think it 
right through. 

It remains to be seen just how far 
the QSF will go in enforcing it, par- 
ticularly if say an incident occurred 
where three or four PSL players con- 
tracted food poisoning after eating a 
meal the night before the match. 

But as far as the State League goes 
this season, the ruling has had no 
effect on the form of the Lions team 
and after two rounds it is the only side 
to have four points. 

The young Lions beat Townsville in 
Townsville 3-2, a brilliant result of 
their opening fixture, then tore apart 
Capricornia 6-0. This weekend they 
take on Brisbane City and as in past 
seasons in South-East Queensland 
League, should have their measure. 

The biggest surprise of the League 
has been the form of former first 
division club Olympic, who, while 
operating on a shoe-string budget, 
have bought shrewdly and streng- 
thened their squad with the likes of 
former Lions players, Graham Wilson 
and Tommy McGregor.

Regionalisation would not greatly reduce travel- 
ling costs, would weaken the overall standards of 
the two leagues and would not significantly in- 
crease attendances. 


The present system could stumble along for a 
couple more years and collapse. 

There are no easy solutions. But | still dream. 

Perhaps clubs will follow Olympics example 
and play attractive, attacking football based on 
enthusiastic determined local youngsters. 

Perhaps an idea mooted in “New Scientist” 
magazine may be adopted. Drawn games are 
given to the team whose goalie has handled the 
ball the least. This would increase attacking play 
and discourage back-passing. 


Perhaps the troubled British clubs will, later this 
year, have talented, crowd-pulling players avail- 
able at a reasonable price. 

Perhaps Tommy Docherty will stay this time and 
bring crowds of 20,000 to watch Sydney City or 
Newcastle.

Perhaps I'm a stupid dreamer.
